There were 542,954 invalid ballots, 
and 476,165 persons qualified to vote 
did not exercise the franchise, 

If a voter left his ballot blank or 
treated it in any manner other than 
placing an “X" in the circle, it was| 
counted invalid. This group, there- | 
fore, included those who wished to 
express disapproval of the 
fuehrer’s policies. 

The final figures, corrected once by 
an official announcement, were still 
subject to possible slight alterations, | 

The early ballot counting showed |

showed up later.

Canada’s growing importance as 
an industrial country was stressed 
by Hon. Vincent Massey, the Do- 
minion’s high commissioner to Lon- 
don, at a luncheon given by the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce in 
Great Britain. 

He believed trade between Canada 
and the United Kingdom “should 
form a practical demonstration be- 
tween the two countries of their re-| 
gard for an interest in each other,” 
and lauded the economic progress in 
the Old Country. 

The Dominion was often visual- 
ized as a land of open spaces with 
a population almost entirely rural, 
said Mr. Massey. But Canada was 
becoming more and imore an indus- 
trial country. She possessed a per- 
manent seat on the governing body 
of the International Labor office at 
Geneva as one of the 10 countries of 
chief industrial importance. The 
chairman of that body was at pres- 
ent a Canadian (Dr. Walter Riddell, 
Dominion representative at Geneva).

Salmon Industry Is 
A Valuable Asset 


Single B.O. District Put Million Dol- 
lars Into Circulation In 19385 


One million dollars went into cir- 
culation among the butchers and 
bakers and candlestick makers and 
other Canadian producers and mer- 
chants as a result of Sockeye sal- 
mon fishing in one British Columbia 
district last year. 

A million dollars! A lot of money. 
It meant a good deal to merchants 


|}and to manufacturers whose goods 


the merchants sell. And all over 
the Dominion different branches of 


the fishing industry were putting 
other large sums in_ circulation 
among stores and factories and 


clerks and artisans and other work- 
ers. It’s a short sighted person who 
thinks of the fishing industry as im- 
portant to fishing settlements only. 

The particular district in question 
here was made up of Rivers and 
Smiths Inlets and a million dollars 
{s what the Sockeye catch was 
worth at raw material prices. Or, 
in other words, the fishermen 
realized that much money from their 
catch, although out of this sum they 
had to make substantial outlays on 
operating account and for living ex- 
penses, etc. More Sockeye were 
taken in this district in 1935 than in 


desks where clients of the bank do! any other single area in British Col- 


umbia, though Rivers and Smiths do 
not always lead in this regard, and 
the catch was sufficient to produce 
about 166,000 cases of canned fish 
forty-eight one pound cans to the 
case, 

Between two and three thousand 


fishermen shared in the work of 
making the catch, which was all 
taken by means of gill nets, and 


they worked fast, by the way, for 
the legal Sockeye fishing season on 
that section of the coast last year 
was only five weeks. They shared the 


| million dollars, too, but to leave that 
{statement bald and unqualified would 


be very likely to leave also a mis- 
leading impression as to the amount 
of money the fishermen can earn in 
the course of a year. Sockeye are 
the most valuable Pacific salmon and 
if they are taken in abundance the

Best Ration For Hens 


Food Should Be Of Type That Is 
Easily Digested 

W. C. Tully of the Poultry Depart- 
ment at South Dakota State College 
says that 80 per cent. of the feed 
a hen eats is needed to keep the 
body in good condition and to furn- 
ish heat and energy. That leaves 20 
per cent. or 20 pounds out of 100 
pounds of feed for eggs. This means 
that there should be very little in- 
digestible matter in the hen’s ra- 
tions. The story is told of a farmer 
who was feeding corn ground with 
the cob, ground oats with hulls, al- 
falfa, salt, meat scraps, and bran, 
and wondered why he wasn't getting 
eggs. He said a dairyman gave him 
the feed formula and his cows were 
doing fine. 

“Some people seem to think that 
the hens should be able to eat the 
same kind of feed that is fed to the 
cows and hogs; and, to some extent, 
they can. Next time you dress a 
chicken do it slowly. Pull out the 
crop first. How much will it hold? 
How much ground corn cob and oat 
hulls can the hen take into it and 
have room for something that is 
really food? And how much food} 
value do you think _there is in corn 
cob and oat hulls? 

Now, look at the stomach, which 
is about the size of your thumb. Cut 
it open and look at the little cone-

Demand For Crested Wheatgrass | 
Exceeds The Supply 


Because of its value as a forage! 


low yalue, demand for crested wheat- | 
grass seeds exceeds the supply, ac-| 
cording to a report from the US. | 
department of agriculture. 

The grass was introduced into the! 
United States from the dry plains 
of Siberia. The unusual demand for 
seed was attributed to several causes. 
The excellent way in which the grass| 
came back last year after two years, 
of drouth, its value for hay and pas- 
ture, and the comparative ease with 
which it can be harvested and plant- 
ed have proven its value to the 
farmer, the department said, 

Experiments made at Judith Basin, | 
Mont., have disclosed that cattle pas- 
tured more days and made greater, 
gains on fewer acres of crested, 
wheatgrass than brome or native | 
grass. Wheatgrass lasted 141 days, | 
as compared with 125 days for) 
brome and 55 days for native grass.

“While it is true that great ad- 
vances have been made in the con- 
trol of communicable diseases there 


| are other diseases which are at the 


present time taking too great a toll 
of life. I have in mind such condi- 
tions as heart disease, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, influenza and cancer, 
particularly the latter, Major Hon. 
C. G. Power, M.C., Minister of Pen- 
sions and National Health, told the 


annual mecting of the Ottawa 
Social Hygiene Council recently. 
Major Power complimented the 


Council, its parent body the Health 
League of Canada and all active 
health agencies on the strides made 
in decreasing the mortality rate of 
such diseases as diphtheria and ty- 
phoid fever by educating the public 
to a greater use of toxoids, pas- 
teurization and other preventive 
measures. 

At the same time he pointed out 
that there was no positive preven- 
tion against cancer, tuberculosis and 
Nevertheless all are 
cureable if treated in their early 
states of development. To that end 
the one positive means of control 
was the periodic health examination 
which assured early recognition and 
consequently punctual and effective 
treatment. 

How necessary it is to check the 
spread of cancer is indicated by the 
fact that there were 10,570 known 
cancer-deaths in the Dominion ip 
1934. Similarly there has been a 
marked increase in deaths due to 
heart disorders since 1926 when vital 
Statistics for the whole of Canada 
were available for the first time. 
While tuberculosis-deaths are known 
to be on the decline, medical authori- 
ties are of the opinion that they 
could have been decreased 50 per 
cent. last year if the measures for 
combating the disease had been more 
“uniformly and effectively" applied. 

Asserting that the one and only 
real fear attached to cancer to-day 
should be the “fear of delay in its 
discovery” Dr. J. W. 3S. McCullough, 
formerly Chief Inspector of Health 
for Ontario, urges the people of this 
province to give attention to its con- 
trol by early treatment. 

Symptoms stressed by Dr. Mc- 
Cullough are lumps, unhealing sores, 
digestive troubles, difficulty in swal- 
lowing and chronic hoarseness. It 
is a fact, he states, that “95 per cent. 


of cases of cancer occur after 35 
years of age.” 
“Pain is not an early sign. It isa 


pity that it is not and as severe as 
that of a bad toothache. If it were 
the disease would be discovered when 
it is certainly curable,” he said. 

Gn the diagnosis of any symp- 
toms he was emphatic: “Be sure you 
get a decided opinion one way or 
another. You either have cancer or 
you haven't. There is nothing else 
to it. And if you have the sooner 
you know it the better.” 

Hereditary cancer, Dr. McCullough 
states, occurs only in two or three 
very rare forms. Age and chronic 
irritation are the chief causes and 
therefore demand the constant vigi- 
lance of the people themselves, So 
far as irritation is concerned it is a 
fact that some people are far more 
susceptible than others.

Provides For Fixing Both Maximum | 
And Minimum Prices 

Fixing of both maximum and mini- 
mum prices are provided in the gen-| 
eral master code binding upon all 
classes of retail trade in Alberta, | 
which has been approved by the! 
provincial government and was re-| 
leased by Hon. E, C. Manning, mini- | 
ster of trade and industry. It is to 
take effect April 1 next. 

The minister stated that regula-| 
tions under the code will provide for 
a licensing fee of not more than $2, 
with $1 for each additional license. 

No additional license will be re- 
quired in a community where there 
are only general stores, regardless 
of the lines of merchandise handled, 
the minister said. A general store 
license will cover all classifications | 
of merchandise.
